PARLIAMENT 


Ottawa, March 9th, 1905. 
‘The Crisis Stiti on. 


The Cabinet difficulty which be- 
came public by the resignation of 
the Minister of Interior on March ist, 
is still acute. There have since been 
a number of Cabinet mectings. There 
has been an Ontario jcaucns, a Quebec 
caucus, a Western caucus’and a Nova 
Seotia cavcus. Everybody expresses 
the utmost desire to reach an amic- 
able solution of the difficulties which 
bave been disclosed, but so far rhe 
solution has not beeti reached. 


The B.N A Act Governs 


At first iook the wonder would 
seem to be that there is or has been 
any difficuity. The new provinces 
are being constituted under the auth- 
ority of the British North America 
Act. Owing to conditions prevailing 
in the two great provinces of Cana- 
da at the time of the passing of this 
Act, te provide against 'the difficulties 
arising out of those conditions and 
to prevent lke difficulties in provin- 
ces which it was then expected would 
ultimately be added to the Dominion, 
as these provinces ara now. provision 
vas made for the protection of the 
educational rights of the rel‘ gious 
minority, both in the old province and 
the new. ection 93 of the British 
North America Act is very explicit in 
declaring that the seperate school 
rights existing at the entry of the 
provinces inte confederation must be 
maintained ; and that if those righis 
be infringed.npon by the Govern- 
ment of the province the duty rests 
spon ‘the Gorermment of the Domin- 
jen to remedy the wrong. The rights 
of every province, whether organized 
or to be organized, are subject to 
these conditions of ‘confederation. 
These conditions may be 5 ex- 
plained, confirmed or amplified by 
Dominion Legislation on entry of 2 
province into the Dominion ; but their 
force and effect cannot be decreased 
or abrogated by anythirg short of Im. 
perial authority. < 


Policy of Par iament in -g75 


When local government was provi- 
ded for the North West in I875, - it 
was unanimously decided by Partia- 
ment as a matter of policy to permit 
the establishment of seperate schools 
there. Zhe North West has had a 
school law In operation under the pro- 
vision of the act of 75 for the past 
twenty years in which provision is 
made for the protection of the eduta- 
tional! interests of the religieus min- 
ority, whether Protestant or Catholic. 
resident. ‘ 


Folicy of 155 Unchalle god Uni! 1905 


Until now the will of Parliameni 
as expressed in section 14 of the North 
West Territories Act, wag and is ithe 
final authority on the question of 
minority schools in the ‘Territeries. 
The principle embodied has never been 
challenged in ‘Parflament during thox 
twenty years, nor has it been ques- 
tioned by the legislature of the North 
West in giving effect to its provisions 
by their various educationa? ordinan- 
ces, 


No Objection from Pf orth-West Gover: ment 


When the North West Gevyernmen 
in 198i, prepared a Draft Bill for the 
organization of the Territories inio 
province they embodied their views 
to what waS and what should be. 1; 
the Bill it is set forth with fullest de- 
tail, that the laws ef the Territeries 
then existing should continue unti! 
amended by the proper authority. 


No Objettion from any Scu ce 


The Dominion Government in pro- 
viding for provincial orgznization o 
the Territories had hitherto om the 
one hand had the unanimous will o 
the Parliament of 1875 in providing 
for minority schools in the Territoric 
and the record of twenty years of 
Parliament itself and of the Legisia 
ition of the Territories without a;

The term “vicinity” used above is 
meant to indicate the same townsbip 
jor an adjoining or cornering town- 
ship. 

A settler who avails himself of the 
provisions of Clauses 2, 3, or 4, must 
cultivate 30 acres of his homestead, 
or substitute 20 head of stock, with 
building for their accommodation, 
and shave besides 80 acres substan- 
tially fenced. 

The privilege of a second entry is 
i Tpstricted by law to those settlera 
| only who completed the duties upon 
their first homesteads to entitle 
| them to patent on or before the 2nd 
| June, 1889. 

(Every homesteader who fails to 
comply with the requirements of the 
homestead law is liable to have his 
:entry cancelled, and the land may be 
| again thrown open for entry. 

Application for patent should be 
made at the end of three years be- 
fore the local agent, sub-agent, or 
Homestead Inapector.
